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Electorate makes clean sweep on council

The voting public made a 
clean sweep of Didsbury's 
Town council Monday, electing 
an entirely new council and 
mayor. 

Unofficial election results, 
tabulated late Monday evening 
showed no returns to council 
for two incumbents seeking 
reelection or to the former 
council seeking the mayor's 
chair. 

Construction firm owner 
Ray Lea took the mayor's title 
with a resounding majority, 
defeating former town -coun¬ 
cillor Marjorie Malinowski with 
a vote of 889 to 212. 

Another former councillor, 
Doug Sharpe, who had official¬ 
ly declared his candidacy and 
then withdrew from the race, 
netted 125 votes. 

On council, seats went to 
new faces, leading off with 
retired minister Willard Swalm 
who won his seat with a land¬ 
slide of 850 votes. The other 
five council seats were taken by 
Vance van Dam (647), Gayle 
Veno (644), Ed Vermunt (633), 
Dan Peters (545) and Rod Coll- 
inge (526). 

Other election results were 
as follows: George Anderson 
(263), Brian Banfield (287), 
Brian Baswick (500), Peter 
Crosby (238), Al Engel (407), 
Ruth Johnston (460), Norm 
Pratt (118) and Jim Turner 
(366). 

New mayor Ray Lea said he 
believes the complete change 
in council shows a lack of 


satisfaction with the old. 

"Apparently people 
weren't happy, but I think it is a 
bonus to have an entirely new 
council. I think it can be an 
asset." 

Lea said he is looking for¬ 


ward to working with the new 
council and hopes to make 
policy review the first step on 
their agenda. 

The first meeting of the new 
council will take place on Oc¬ 
tober 27. 


While final figures on the 
percentage of voters for Mon¬ 
day's municipal election have 
yet to be counted, returning of¬ 
ficer Enid Gardiner said she 
believed the percentage was 
high. 


"The turnout was really ter¬ 
rific," she said. "We will be do¬ 
ing an accurate ballot count 
very shortly and will have the 
numbers then."

Forum sends mixed message

It may not be perfect but 
it's the best deal Albertans are 
going to get. 

That was the message sent 
to close to 300 people last 
Thursday during a forum on the 
Charlottetown Accord referen¬ 
dum held at the Olds College. 

The message was sent by 
federal Energy Minister Jake 
Epp along with provincial 
ministers Dennis Anderson and 


Dick Fowler. 

The three, all proponents of 
the proposed constitutional 
changes in the Charlottetown 
Accord, told the audience that 
while they believed there was 
room for improvement in the 
accord, they did not feel a bet¬ 
ter agreement could have been 
reached. 

"I'm in favor of this agree¬ 
ment because I believe it is the 
best possible agreement Alber¬ 


ta could get given our current 
power in confederation," said 
Anderson who is Alberta's 
Minister of Consumer and Cor¬ 
porate Affairs. "There were 
some who said we would never 
get the Triple E Senate, and yet 
we did, but only because we 
were willing to give a little." 

Jake Epp, a former school 
teacher and Member of Parlia¬ 
ment since 1972, agreed.

Referendum 

voting 

Voting on October 26 for the constitutional referendum 
will be held at the Didsbury Memorial Arena in the multi¬ 
purpose room, not in the Didsbury Community Centre as is 
stated on the notice of enumeration from Elections Canada. 

Polls for the referendum will be open 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
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"Canada is a country of 
cooperation, of give and take," 
said Epp, who represents the 
Provencher riding in Manitoba. 
"We are a vast country, a large 
country. We can't have every¬ 
thing our own way but we can 
have what's right. That is why 
you have this package here in 
front of you today." 

All three minister said that 
while they felt some parts of the 
accord were not perfect, they 
did see the proposal as a 
positive step forward. 

"This is not a perfect 
package, but I believe it is a 
step forward, a way of moving 
into our fast moving future," 
said Anderson. "And Canada 
will become more efficient 
because we will have a better 
understanding of where the 
[provincial/federal] respon¬ 
sibilities lie. If we vote no, then 
nothing will change." 

The ministers also agreed 
that the Canadian economy 
would not fall apart if the 
referendum nets a not vote as, 
some other politicians pushing 
the yes side have been warn¬ 
ing. 

Lawyer Donna Maxwell 
also agrees. Maxwell, a 
Carstairs resident who practices 
law at the firm Fenerry, Robert¬ 
son, Fraser and Hatch, repre¬ 
sented a legal rights view on the 
accord. She said regardless of 
the outcome of the referen¬ 
dum, the results will be less 
than anticipated. 

"When lawmakers create a 
document, they cannot predict 
how the courts are going to in¬ 
terpret that document," she 
said. "I suggest that the propos¬ 
ed changes won't meet our 
worst fears or our highest 
hopes." 

But not everyone invited to 
speak at the forum agreed. 
Lloyd Quantz, a Didsbury resi¬ 
dent and President of 
AgriTrends Research Incor¬ 
porated and former Olds 


publisher Neil Leatherdale said 
they both planned to vote no. 

You can't lock 17 people in 
a room with a labor broker as 
mediator unless you want to 
come out with the lowest com¬ 
mon denominator," said 
Quantz. "This accord puts a 
weight on our economic future. 
Social program rights are writ¬ 
ten into the Charter whether 
they are unaffordable or not. I 
hope future tax increases will 
not begin to reflect on these 
kinds of demands we cannot af¬ 
ford." 

Leatherdale, a long-time 
Liberal, said he was also con¬ 
cerned about the social con¬ 
tract. 

"This is something that 
should be left in the political 
arena and not in the Constitu¬ 
tion. We have these social pro¬ 
grams we have made promises 
to when they would be chang¬ 
ed or are no longer necessary." 

Leatherdale added that he 
was concerned about the shift 
away from personal rights in 
the accord. 

"(The accord] is singling 
out groups, by gender, by 
language, by race, to be more 
equal. There is a shift towards 
groups, not towards individuals 
as it should be." 

But while a number of im¬ 
perfections were pointed out 
by all speakers at the forum, 
those advocating a yes vote said 
the over all issue is what is im¬ 
portant. 

"This is an issue of the 
heart and mind," said Epp. 
"There is not any easy answer. 
For example, I may not like A or 
B in this, but in the end, what it 
comes down to is a vote on the 
whole issue." 

"Either way," added Max¬ 
well, "no matter what the votes 
are next week, whether it is yes 
or no, [the constitutional 
debate] will not be over for a 
long, long time."

Water line deal expected soon

A final deal on the purchase 
of the Mountain View water line 
is expected sometime within the 
next few weeks. 

Mountain View Regional 
Water Services Commission ad¬ 
ministrator John Van Doesburg 
said material on the purchase 
agreement has been sent to the 
province, who currently owns the 
line, and the commission is just 


now waiting for the province to 
sign. 

"The deadline for the deal is 
November 15," Van Doesburg 
said. "But we are hoping to see 
something from them before 
that." 

Negotiations for the pur¬ 
chase of the line, which runs off 
the Anthony Henday Water plant 
located in Innisfail, has been 
ongoing for a few years through a 


water board made up of 
representatives from the six 
municipalities serviced by the 
Mountain View water line That 
board was provincially legislated 
as a service commission last 
August.

A Quebec plea 

Dear Editor: 

We are Canadians living in 
Quebec who wish to express a 
desire to stay together and work 
together as a country. We believe 
that such an expression is 
urgently needed and that a 
"Yes” vote on October 26 is the 
best way to do this. Looking at it 
from any particular point of view, 
the Charlottetown Agreement is 
far from perfect. However, as a 
whole, we feel that is represents 
a compromise upon which Cana¬ 
dians can build a better future. 

In Quebec, the "No" side is 
arguing mainly that the deal does 
not give as much power to the 
province as had been hoped for, 
and that the rest of Canada is still 
unwilling to recognize that 
Quebec deserves special status 
within Confederation. The "Yes" 
side is arguing that the deal is the 
best that could have been 
achieved under the circum¬ 
stances, and that the rest of the 
country has come a long way 
towards recognizing Quebec's 
needs. 

Of the 30 percent of 
Quebeckers who are undecided, 
it is our perception that many are 
equally concerned about the way 
the rest of Canada responds as 
they are about the fine print. If it 
is shown by television and 
newspapers in Quebec that 
people in the other provinces are 
unhappy about what concessions 
Premier Bourassa has been able 
to gain, they will likely decide 
against federalism and will vote 
with the "No" side If, on the 
other hand, it is shown that 
English-speaking Canadians are 
sympathetic to Quebec's needs, 
many will vote with the "Yes" 
side 

The problem is that the 
Quebec media are likely to dwell 


on those instances—and there will 
be such cases — where certain 
people in the other provinces 
express negative attitudes to¬ 
ward Quebec At the same time, 
the voice of Canadians who are 
more understanding of Quebec's 
needs will go unheard, partly 
because it doesn't make for very 
interesting news The solution is 
for individual English-speaking 
Canadians who support the deal 
to communicate directly with 
Quebeckers, simply asking them 
to support the Charlottetown 
agreement. 

You can do this by writing a 
short letter of a few sentences to 
the editor (redacteur) of a Quebec 
community newspaper. Don't 
worry if you can't write in 
F rench Put a brief note at the top 
asking the editor to please 
publish your letter in English, or 
to translate it if possible. The 
message need not be complex. 
What matters is that Canadians 
build for themselves a stronger 
sense of unity.

informed vote People have said 
“we can't sign this agreement 
without the legal text in front of 
us." I, too, think it needs to be 
out so that it can be examined to 
insure it's consistency with the 
original intent But I won't read 
it. And I likely wouldn't 
understand it if I did. I do know 
that two levels of government 
and the top 12 representatives of 
those governments reached the 
agreements that I can read and 
understand and I will rely on 
them to assure the consistency of 
the legal text. I trust that 
process. That may sound naive 
but it must be stated. 

So what is this document 
about then that has been agreed 
to by all parties in the Alberta 
Legislature? In simple terms! 

We have a Triple-E Senate 
It will be elected, equal and it will 
be effective. 

Perhaps not as effective as 
we would like, in some areas, but 
infinitely better than what we 
have at present. 

Following the 1996 Census, 
there will be a Canada-wide 


redistribution of seats in the 
House of Commons, insuring that 
no province will have fewer than 
95% of the House of Commons' 
seats it would receive under strict 
representation-by-population. 

The whole issue of aborigin¬ 
al self-government is brought 
into sharp focus and resolve 
relating to the Inuit, the Status 
Indian, the Non-Status Indian 
and Metis peoples. This is an 
extremely significant initiative to 
allow greater self-control and 
self-responsibility to our native 
population, after centuries of 
misunderstanding and uncertain- 


It is indeed a comprehensive 
package- one arrived at through 
negotiation and consultation It 
may not be a final answer to 
everyones' concerns and I submit 
that it is a living agreement, one 
that will be returned to time and 
again over the years But it is a 
significant document and one 
that I fully support.

David Bader is a spice 
wholesaler from Langley, B.C. 
He and his wife stopped in Olds 
on October 16 as part of a cross 
country sales tour. The sign on 
the back of his vehicle asks 
people who agree with his posi¬ 
tion to honk. From the re¬ 
sponse he was getting, many 
Olds residents agree with his 
stance. 

Before I left I registered to 
vote, I told the returning officer 
that I wouldn't be in town for 
the advance poll or on the day 
of the vote because we're on a 
working trip across the country 
and I wanted to make arrange¬ 
ments to be able to vote where 
I am on the day of the election. 
After deliberating for three days 
they concurred there was no 
way it could be done. I said,

Murray J. Snyder is a resi¬ 
dent of Didsbury. He was with 
the Mountain View Bible Col¬ 
lege for 15 years, that last 6 
years as Academic Dean. He is 
currently serving a second term 
as a school board trustee. 

"The problem with a com¬ 
promise is that it's like kissing 
your sister. A compromise is 
very easily attacked because 
there are many less than perfect 
aspects. It is difficult to defend 
because proponents are forced 
to admit it's imperfections. But 
it is a reality of our country that 
my regional desires will be at 
cross purposes with someone 
else's. Compromise is inevit¬ 
able if we are to have a con¬ 
stitution accepted nation¬ 
wide."

"That's lousy." And now, it's 
been announced that prisoners 
in provincial jails can vote.

But the 
thing is, those prisoners who 
are sitting in provincial jails, 
99% of them, are not sitting in 
their home riding. So what's the 
difference? They're sitting in a 
prison and I'm out working for 
a living. I'm not going to be in 
my riding. I tried like heck to 
make arrangements. It doesn't 
seem fair." 


that emotions run extremely 
high. So many of the responses 
I hear, the impassioned 'Nos', 
are based two things: fear and 
selfishness. The fear is that 
somehow the French are going 
to get out of hand. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Mulroney and company 
have tried to use fear as a 
motivation for the other way 
and it's backfired on them.

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Tanks for the memories

Coverage of Operation Des¬ 
ert Storm's 'high tech' tactics 
during the Gulf War reduced the 
sobering impact of warfare to 
something resembling a high 
stakes Nintendo game Members 
of Olds Royal Canadian Legion 
#105 who fought in World War 
Tvyo remember the terrible 
reality of armed combat and 
they've acquired something they 
believe will help insure it is never 
forgotten. 

Sherman tank #157621 is an 
Israeli tank which took part in the 
'Six Day War' in Syria That 
conflict started with simultane¬ 
ous air attacks against Syrian, 
Jordanian, and Egyptian air 
bases on J une 5, 1967, resulting 
in total defeat of Arab forces by 
Israel six days afterward Its last 
active duty was patrolling the 
Lebanese border 

The concensus vyas that a 
tank portrayed an ideal visual 
reminder of what the Royal 
Canadian Legion is all about 
Although not involved with the 


tank located in a scrap yard in 
New York The J une 1992 Legion 
convention happened to be 
conveniently set in Quebec City 
Tank committee member Al 
Halverson drove to New York 
following the convention to 'kick 
some treads' and decided 
#157621 was just what they'd 
been looking for 


Initially the plan was to ship 
the tank straight west from New 
York and bring it into Canada at 
the Alberta border Extensive 
paperwork including a permit for 
every state the tank entered 
meant a change in routing 
Instead, it went straight north 
into Canada and across four 
provinces via rail. 


After arriving in Olds, it was 
trucked east of town for 
sandblasting and painting Still 
fully functional, Legion members 
hope to drive it right off a flatbed 
and onto its final resting place; a 
concrete slab being poured next 
door to the Legion 

Even anonymously, commit¬ 
tee members are reluctant to 


reveal the cost of the tank, saying 
only that it was "a lot of hay,'' 
while pointing out that it is truly a 
"unique memorial " 

Once secured on site, the 
tank will, of course, be 'demobil¬ 
ized' and padlocked Legion 
members hope to have the 
display completed before Novem¬ 
ber 11, 1992. It will be used 
annually as part of the Remem¬ 
brance Day service.

George J ackson, a tank com¬ 
mander in the Second World 
War, has vivid memories of the 
Sherman tank 

"There was a crew of five 
inside There wasn't a lot of room 
inside, no, but you had room to 
move around." Obviously, a tank 
is a conspicuous target during 
combat Jackson remembered 
how infantry men marching 
alongside the tanks would disap¬ 
pear at the first sign of enemy 
fire. "We'd feel so safe in heavy 
shelling," he remembered, "but 
the men outside were afraid of 
getting hit if we went up in 
flames." 

"But we were scared lots of 
times," he continued, recalling a 
four day seige in Italy at a site 
dubbed 'Vino Ridge.' "We were 
on one side, the Germans were 
on the other. You couldn't see 
them, just a lot of shelling There 
was just a barrage of fire. We 
spent four and a half days inside 
without getting out of the tank." 

After a lot of discussion 
among Olds Legion members, a 
'tank committee' was formed to 
track down a tank for display 
outside the Legion hall. The 
committee members particularly 
wanted a Sherman tank because 
many local Legion members with 
actual combat experience had 
fought inside and alongside 
Shermans. Through a 'tank buff' 
with military contacts, the 
committee learned of a Sherman

Olds election results 

The new Olds town council consists of: Bill Edgar, Glenn 
Elmer, Art Rowland, Jim Spicer, Gary Spurrell and Donna 
Stauffer. Every vote cast does indeed make a difference. On¬ 
ly 4 votes separated the winner of the last available slot on 
council (Gary Spurrell at 494 votes) from incumbent Ken 
Gillrie, who lost his spot on town council with 490 votes. 
Gillrie made the hospital board, along with Mary Jane 
Harper and Norma Alcock. 

The results were so close, advised returning officer Peggy 
Good, a total of three counts were done. Official results were 
not available until 3:30 a.m. There was some concern that 
voter apathy due to the greater interest focussed on the up¬ 
coming Charlottetown Accord referendum might result in a 
mediocre turnout but 1,095 ballots were cast out of approx¬ 
imately 2,500 eligible voters made a fair showing at nearly 
44%. 

The actual count is as follows: Art Rowland, 623; Bill 
Edgar, 580; Donna Stauffer, 567; Glenn Elmer, 505; Jim 
Spicer, 504; Gary Spurrell, 494; Ken Gillrie, 490; Larry

Adair said: "These busy roads are carrying a lot of heavy 
industrial traffic, especially during the construction of the 
Shell Gas Plant. Area drivers will benefit from these roads be¬ 
ing brought up to full strength.

the senate reform package, I 
have a lot of respect for Peter 
Lougheed, be he politician or 
no, and he has come out very 
strongly in support of the 
Senate's effectiveness should 
the accord be accepted.

analysis of how government 
functions more than that of Mr. 
Bader's, although he's un¬ 
doubtedly given it thought as 
well." 

"There's one perspective 
that I haven't heard much 
about and that is simply a 
historical perspective. I don't 
pretend to know everything 
about Canadian history but we 
keep forgetting that the French 
are a conquered people which 
happened in 1579. But—and 
this is a major 'but'—the English 
accorded the French cultural 
rights back in 1774. They ARE a 
separate culture, and us crying 
anything to the contrary can't 
change that. They obtained that 
right officially back in 1774 and 
they retain that right today. 
People in the west seem to be 
afraid of Quebec and the 
French. I feel that fear is based 
on the fact that they're different 
than we are. 

Jean Cretien and Sheila 
Copps support the accord and 


they're avid anti-Mulroney peo¬ 
ple, and rightly so. I'm not a 
Mulroney fan myself, but he's 
right when he points out that 
the minister's of all provinces, 
aboriginal representatives and 
the northern territories manag¬ 
ed to agree while keeping all of 
their respective rights in mind." 

"We have become a peo¬ 
ple who are greatly disillusion¬ 
ed with our government lead¬ 
ers. If they say something is 
good for us, we hold up our 
hands and say 'No way!' 
Automatic response, gut re¬ 
sponse. 'I can't trust them try¬ 
ing to shove something by me 
again.' Some of the things that 
happened after Meech, and 
some of the thing that our 
government has done locally 
on a provincial level, provide a 
very good reason for us to have 
suspicions. But we have to look 
beyond those psychological re¬ 
actions."

Pregnancy checking urged 


In today's competitive mark¬ 
etplace where the margin be¬ 
tween income and cost of 
production is so small, it is 
important to operate a cow-calf 
herd efficiently. Pregnancy 
checking is a critical part of a 
total herd management program 
Cows found pregnant are incor¬ 
porated into the winter feeding 
program whereas non pregnant 
or "open” cows can be culled or 
fed separately to be sold later at a 
heavier weight or on a stronger 
market. As a general rule, 
producers should expect no more 
than five to ten percent of their 
cows to be open after a 63 day 
breeding season 

Naturally, when a farmer 
sees a good-looking cow or heifer 
that is not pregnant, he is usually 


reluctant to part with her But, 
keeping an open cow until spring 
is costly and non productive. If a 
female has been adequately fed, 
properly managed and is disease 
free, she should conceive unless 
her reproductive system is not 
functioning properly. 

Alberta Agriculture consid¬ 
ers the cash cost of winterizing a 
cow to be $250. This includes 
feed, bedding, veterinary fees, 
interest and labor Removal of 
the non productive cow in early 
fall will save this $250 and allow 
the producer to select a good 
replacement. 

There are numerous meth¬ 
ods of pregnancy checking. The 
most commonly used method is 
simply observing cows returning 
to heat. The problem with this 


method is that up to 5% of 
pregnant cows will continue to 
show bulling behavior even after 
they become pregnant The sale 
of just one of these cows could 
result in the potential loss of a 
good cow from the herd. A 
second disadvantage is that some 
open cows may not show heat 
until herd mates are quite 
advanced in pregnancy. Three 
conditions that can cause this are 
ovarian cysts, an infected uterus 
and carrying a mummified fetus. 
These cows are presumed preg¬ 
nant and will have been 
expensive "freeloaders" since 
early fall 

The most reliable method of 
pregnancy diagnosis is rectal 
palpation by a qualified veterin¬ 
arian. Using this method, the

before feeding. "This can pre¬ 
sent problems because the seed 
can contain up to 30 per cent oil. 
To prevent your hammermill 
screen from clogging, mix 
frost-damaged seed with equal 
parts barley before you put it 
through the mill." 

Feeding frost-damaged 
canola seed can also lower the 
feed costs of pig rations 
Salomons adds. "On a tonne for 
tonne basis, the lower grade 
canola seed's value may be 20 to 
50 per cent more than number 
one feed barley."

Frozen canola seed good 


Crushers don't like frozen 
canola, but the frozen crop can be 
very useful for pig producers says 
an Alberta Agriculture regional 
swine specialist. 

"Pig producers around the 
province have a real opportunity 
from the amount of frozen canola 
seed that may be available," says 
Marvin Salomons, the Red 
Deer-based specialist. "Reject 
canola seed can be a good source 
of high protein feed for pigs." 

Early frosts across the 
province damaged many canola 
crops. Oil from frost-damaged 
immature canola seed has a high 
chlorophyll content. This makes 
the oil green and more costly to 
refine. 

But the frost-damaged seed 
also contains between 18 and 20 


per cent crude protein and 20 to 
30 per cent oil The percentages 
depend on the amount of frost 
damage "For a pig producer, 
both the protein and oil are 
advantages in feeding," says 
Salomons. "Feeder pigs can 
easily digest protein from ground 
canola seed. The oil increases 
digestible energy and reduces 
the dustiness of the feed ration." 

Feeder pigs, between 25 and 
100 kg, can use up to 20 per cent 
frozen canola seed in their feed 
without affecting their perfor¬ 
mance he says. Sows shouldn't 
be fed frost-damaged canola seed 
he adds. "Limited research has 
shown negative results, so 
feeding to sows isn't currently 
recommended."

Rates survey released 


Alberta cropland lease rates 
increased by just over one per 
cent in 1992 says an Alberta 
Agriculture financial manage¬ 
ment specialist. 

"The survey shows that cash 
rental rates have decreased 
marginally in the northern 
regions of Alberta, increased 
slightly in central Alberta and 
remained unchanged in southern 
Alberta," says David Thacker of 
the farm business management 
branch in Olds "The net effect 
was a 1.15 per cent overall 
increase." 

The final results of the 1992 
crop and pastureland lease and 
rental rates survey have just been 
released by Alberta Agriculture's 
statistics branch The report 
contains actual crop and pasture- 
land rental rates, as well as rates 
for provincial grazing reserves 
and crown land It also includes 
information on the location, soil 
type, lease length, acres rented, 
pasture type and other details 

This information is particu¬ 
larly helpful for budgeting next 
year's production costs Thacker 
says "The survey reports actual 
rates charged in the spring of 
1992, organized by region and 
county. Farmers can use these 
figures as a starting point for 
their 1993 financial plans and for 
negotiating new lease arrange¬ 
ments." 

Rental rates for pastureland 
didn't fall along with the 
cropland " Pastureland rental 
rates have pretty much stayed 


even with 1991 across the 
province Provincial grazing re¬ 
serve rates didn't change much 
either, aside from small increases 
in grazing charges for sheep on 
Lethbridge area reserves," he 
adds 

Nearly three quarters (72 per 
cent) of the 434 cropland leases in 
the 1992 survey were cash leases 
Twenty-five per cent were crop 
share and the remaining three 
per cent classified as other This 
usually is a flexible cash-plus 
lease, or delivery of a fixed 
quantity of the crop 

In 1992, the most common 
crop share agreement was 'A to 
landlord and j /j to tenant 
arrangement, with many differ¬ 
ent variations on which expenses 
the landlord covered Of all the 
cropland leases, 70 per cent of 
the agreements were written, 
while 30 per cent were verbal 

The length of lease agree¬ 
ments ranged from one to 10 


years; 53 per cent for one year, 
two per cent for two years, 28 per 
cent for three years and 17 per 
cent for more than three years. 
Seven per cent of the leases were 
reported as being for an open 
term.

veterinarian examines the cow's 
reproductive tract through the 
rectum A trained professional 
can detect pregnancy as early as 
40 days after breeding. Changes 
in the way the uterus feels at 
various stages up to five months 
of pregnancy allows the veterin¬ 
arian to determine an approxi¬ 
mate calving date This allows 
the producer to cull projected late 
calvers so he is not still calving 
cows during spring field work. In 
addition, condensed calving sea¬ 
sons make efficient use of labor 
and result in a uniform group of 
calves to market at weaning time 
Remember, after five months of 
pregnancy, changes in the uterus 
are small and therefore calving 
date estimates are not as 
accurate 

The cost of pregnancy 
checking is small compared to the 
amount saved when it is added to 
a herd management program. 
Depending on the type of 
handling facility and the number 


of animals to examine, the price 
of this service ranges from $1.50 
to $4 00 per head. A crowding 
pen and a narrow alley are all 
that is needed to provide 
necessary restraint Most veter¬ 
inarians can process 40 cows per 
hour in average facilities 

Although pregnancy check¬ 
ing by rectal palpation is not 
without its limitations, it is the 
quickest, most economical meth¬ 
od available. Pregnancy checking 
40 to 60 days after bull removal 
allows the producer to shorten his 
calving season and make econo¬ 
mic decisions about non pregnant 
animals. Along with pregnancy 
checking, other management 
practices such as bull evaluation, 
feed analysis and ration formula¬ 
tion, separate management of 
replacement heifers and vaccina¬ 
tion to prevent reproductive 
diseases can be adopted to 
improve production efficiency.

Skaters life revealed 


Kurt Browning: Life on the 
Edge, which follows the three¬ 
time world skating champion in 
his pursuit of excellence, will air 
on CTV (CFRN Edmonton and 
CFCN Calgary) on Sunday Nov 1 
from 7 to 8 p.m 

Browning's meteoric rise to 
international stardom began at 
the 1988 Calgary Olympics, with 
an eight-place finish, took a 
quantum leap forward with his 
victory at the world champion¬ 
ships in Paris the following year, 
and was confirmed when he took 
gold again in 1990 in Halifax. In 
March of 1991 at Munich's 
Olympiahalle, under enormous 
pressure to defend his title 
against a popular underdog, 
Browning reeled off eight triple 
jumps - seven of them in 
combination - for his third 
straight world crown 

In 1992 Browning faced his 
greatest challenge yet - winning a 
gold medal for Canada at the 
Winter Olympics in Albertville. 
Back problems forced him to miss 
six weeks of training and the 
Canadian championships which 
preceded the Olympics. His 
arch-rival, Viktor Petrenko, at 
last prevailed and K urt finished a 
disappointing sixth But one 
month later, at the World Figure 
Skating Championships in Oak¬ 
land, filled with new determina¬ 
tion and guided by coach Michael 
J iranek, Browning regained the 
podium and placed second to 
Petrenko 

There was no Olympic medal 
for Kurt in 1992, but his 
determination to be the best has 
not flagged. In the summer of 
1992 he announced his intention 
to go after gold once more - at the 
1994 winter Olympics in Lille- 
hammer In his own words, "The 
story doesn't end yet." 

Life on the Edge follows 
Kurt from the Calgary Olympics 
to Albertville and beyond. This

Bill C-17, the controversial 
legislation governing the use of 
firearms in Canada, has been 
passed and starting in'the new 
year there will be new rules for 
Firearms Acquisition Certificates 
(FAC). 

The minimum age to acquire 
a firearm has been raised from 16 
to 18 years of age Minor's 
permits are now issued from age 
12 to 18. There is a 28 day waiting 
period before a FAC is issued; 
however, it may be shorter for 
applicants who have valid FAC. 
Two references who have know 
the applicant for 3 years and who 
can confirm information on the 
applicant will be necessary for a 
FAC. A FAC will cost $50.00 but 
if the applicant is renewing a 
current FAC the cost is $25.00. 

Under the new legislation 
the detachment firearms officer 
is provided with the authority to 
interview neighbors, social work¬ 
ers, spouses, dependents or 
others in relation to a pending 
FAC. Finally, the new FAC will 
include a current photograph of 
the applicant. 

These new rules will be in 
effect as of ) anuary 1993. 

During the period Septem¬ 
ber 16, 1992 and September 29, 
1992, two weapon related files 
were opened as well as 28 other 
criminal code related files. In 
total 162 complaints were re 
sponded to including 17 motor 
vehicle accidents, 15 traffic 
tickets, 9 written warnings and 4 
liquor control act tickets were 
issued.

The Green 
Report 


By the Didsbury Environmental Advisory Board 
Did You Know— 

That the disposal of motor oil is a serious problem that 
everyone should be aware of? 

That it is environmentally harmful to pour unwanted 
motor oil or transmission fluid down storm drains or in 
backyards? 

These fluids eventually end up in the water system 
where it becomes a very dangerous pollutant. In Canada, 
approximately 40 percent of all oil purchased is un¬ 
accounted for each year. Together, we can make a 
difference by taking our gasoline, diesel, engine oil, 
hydraulic oil, gear oil, and automatic transmission fluid to an 
oil recycling depot. If you have a garage change these fluids 
in your vehicle, make sure to ask how they dispose of the 
waste oils as well. Asking these types of questions can ensure 
you are helping to clean up our water system. 

Oil that is improperly disposed does end up back in the 
water which comes out of our taps. A number of companies, 
including Mohawk Gas, UFA and others, are offering oil 
disposal facilities. Using these facilities helps to ensure our 
own water supply, including the kind we use in our homes 
and the kind which fills the local fishing holes, remains clean 
and safe to use. 

In Didsbury, you can take your used motor fluids to the 
Didsbury Oil Drop. The facility is located beside the bottle 
depot on 19th Street and is open daily (Monday through Fri¬ 
day) from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.
